To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton, qualified to 


vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects : 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three select- 
men, and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the 
provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, or amendments 
thereto, and pass any other vote or votes in relation to 
the same. 


ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of the ‘‘ Trunk Line ”’ highway in said town, and pass 
any other vote or votes relative thereto. 
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ARTICLE 5. To see what method the town will 
vote to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, and 
pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money not exceed- 
ing three thousand dollars, the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the permanent improvement of the 
Milton Mills road, and pass any other vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two 
thousand dollars for the maintenance of street lights for 
the ensuing year, and pass any other vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding three 
hundred dollars for exterminating the Browntail and 
Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money not ex- 
ceeding two thousand four hundred and twenty-five 
dollars the town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay 
on its notes and interest, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repair of the 
bridges and culverts in said town to meet the require- 
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ments of chapter 73, Public Statutes, as amended by 
chapter 19, Laws of 1913, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. - 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, in addition to that required by law, to 
provide for the cost of maintaining the Free Public 
Library located at Milton Mills, and pass any other vote - 
or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 138. To seeif the town will vote to deposit 
any or all of the cemetery funds now held by the town, 
in one or more Savings Banks, and pass any other vote 
or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To seeif the town will vote to exempt 
from taxation, — except State and County taxes, — fora 
term of ten years, the property now owned by the Milton 
Factory Company, and pass any other vote or votes rel- 
ative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. Toseeif the town will vote to dis- 
continue one hundred and twenty-nine feet of the 
northerly end of the highway leading from the Wake- 
field Road to the mill of J. Spaulding & Sons Co., and 
being that part of the highway on the northerly side of 
the division line between lands of J. Spaulding & Sons 
Co., and the Heirs of George Lyman, as laid out by the 
Selectmen of Milton, May 15th, 1861. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to dis- 
continue that part of the highway leading from the 
‘* Branch ’’ to Milton Mills, for which the new highway 
laid out by the Selectmen, May 3rd, 19138, is a substitute. 
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ARTICLE 17. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


MILTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To School Board and Citizens: 
I herewith submit my annual peport. 


The progress of the schools throughout the town 
has been satisfactory. We have had some drawbacks 
from contagious diseases, and these have lowered the 
per cent. of attendance in several rooms, notably in the 
primary rooms at Milton and Milton Mills. Attendance 
has also suffered a little from lack of a truant officer at 
Milton, during the first part of the year. There have 
been several instances, where some action more em- 
phatic than sending a truant officer might be in order. 


It is a matter for serious consideration, whether 
flimsy excuses shall be accepted for non-attendance, or 
whether some drastic action ought to betaken. The law 
of the state is perfectly clear and it can be enforced. 


Along with the matter of attendance comes the sub- 
ject of transportation. ‘Towns are beginning to see that 
they have been expending too much on transportation, 
and many of them have got to curtail. 


The matter has recently been made the subject of a 
state bulletin. The question always comes up, what is 
a reasonable distance that pupils should be required to 
come without transportation at public expense. The 
state department, after an investigation of many cases, 
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has come to the conclusion that in general one anda half 
miles may be called a reasonable distance, but that it 
will differ with the age and condition of pupils. The old 
district system seldom required attendance at a distance 
greater than two miles. 


During the year we have had aserious case of over- 
crowding in the primary room at Milton. At one time 
there were fifty-five pupils in attendance in a room with 
seats for forty-two. Such a condition is not only dan- 
gerous to health, but it brings too much work ona 
teacher to teach and attend to so many at one time. 


In order to relieve the trouble during the winter, it 
was planned to take one grade in the forenoon and get 
done with them, and take the other in the afternoon. 
The time of the teacher for each grade is just the same 
as before, and the results in general have been satis- 
factory. There are afew pupils in the second grade, 
who are a little slower about their work, who would 
profit by attending longer, provided that the teacher 
gets time to help them individually to continue their 
work, while she is attending to other classes. In order 
to ascertain the wishes of the people as to whether or 
not this plan should be continued, I sent letters home 
asking for their preference. Not all answered, but 
from what have been received, it appears that a major- 
ity would like to have the plan continued, but the prin- 
ciple part of the majority comes from parents of first 
grade pupils. Parents of second grade pupils are much 
divided in their preferences. Some very decided 
opinions have been expressed on both sides, one mother 
saying that she wanted her children to stay in school all 
day, because that is what they ‘‘pay taxes for, ’’—and 
another saying that she cannot see why anyone, inter- 
ested in the good of their children, would ever wish to 
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go back to the old plan, and seeming to think that the 
only reason why they wish to do it is to get rid of them. 


There are four or five pupils in the second grade 
who would benefit by the two session plan, provided that 
the teacher gets a chance to help them individually. 
And there are some forty more who are better off as it 
is; and so there it stands. With the opening of the 
spring term the matter of ventilation will not be so 
serious. 


I am inclined to think that the best results will not 
be attained in the primary department until there is a 
special room for the first grade, and think it would be 
better to have it entirely apart from the other schools. 


As a compromise to settle the present difficulty, I 
think that the following plan will come as near giving 
satisfaction to both sides as anything that can be done: 


Let all the pupils come to school in the morning next 
term. Get a part-time assistant to teach the second 
grade during the forenoon, while the regular teacher 
takes charge of the first grade the same as at present. 
The first grade will then get done at noon. Then in the 
afternoon the regular teacher can finish with the second 
grade, sending them home at recess. 


I think there is no question but that we keep young 
children under the restraint of school too long. Many 
schools now dismiss all grades as early as 3 P. M. 


Thus far the town has employed no special teachers 
for music, drawing, or manual training. We have ac- 
complished considerable in music and drawing as it is. 
We are fortunate in having a number of teachers quali- 
fied to teach music, but they do not feel so competent in 
drawing. There are few towns the size of Milton 
which do not employ some special teachers in some of 
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these subjects. The time has gone by when a school 
system is doing its full duty without them. 


At Milton Mills a division of labor among the 
teachers has worked finely, one taking the music for 
the building and another the drawing. 


The school at Milton Mills is also interested in doing 
some woodworking. A room in the basement can be 
arranged very economically. 


The condition of Milton in regard to some special 
work is unique, because it can be done without taking 
money raised by the people. The district receives about 
51,800.00 annually, entirely apart from taxation, so that 
there is an opportunity, perhaps even an obligation, to 
do something a little better than the ordinary, rather 
than to use the entire income of the funds to help pay 
regular running expenses. These expenses every com- 
munity is obliged to pay. Who has had the use of this 
$1,800.00 for the past twenty years? Surely the schools 
have not. Is this course justifiable? Isn’t it time that 
something different was done with this money? 


If the donor meant this gift to be used merely to 
help pay the running expenses of the town, why did he 
give it in the name of the schools? 

The expense of the schools this year have been 
moderate, and large balances remain. The balance for 
repairs is so large that it will not be necessary to raise 
anything on that account. 


We recommend _ for books and supplies the same as 
last year, $650.00. Some extra expenditures for flags 
and appurtances will be necessary. Probably an appro- 
priation of $50.00 will be needed. 


The amount of money which the district of Milton 
is required by law to raise is $2,512.50. 
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In order to obtain state aid, the district must raise 
$5, 458. 00. 


The state aid which comes under this classification 
amounted to $501.40 this year. 


It is the sincere desire of the board and superin- 
tendent that the schools may be conducted to the 
advantage of all their patrons. | 


We wish to thank you for co-operation in the past, 
and hope we may have it in the future.
